And 
tell that [ had all this from @ Friend thateAttended 
the late King 12 Years together, Here and beyond 
Sea, a Perfon of fuch Fudgment that nothing Efcap’d 
bim. And I conclude , To fhew my seg 
how much: they have been Mifled and Deluded by 
Men who liv?d at Difcretion on the Publick in the late 
Reign, and gaind a Popular Avplaufe to Fuftifie them 
in their Piracies onthe Nations Treafure. But that my 
Meaning might be more plaisly underftood, and 
to curry Favour in time, I Profefs’d in my Ob/er- 
vator of Dec. 26. 1702. To Share the Fate of thofe 
Worthy Members expos'd to publick Scandal by Execra- 
ble Wretches in a BLACK LIST; and of that Good 
Parliament againft which the LEGIONITES drew up 
. their Forces. And in my next Obfervator of Dec. 
30. | Blacken K. Wiliam; and call the Peace of 
Refwick,, which he made, Shameful to the Englifh 
Nation.

And had we been but left to 
our felves a little longer, without any Force, or 
other J Ufage, we had Dyd away; We had All 
been at Church, by this Time, without Occafio- 
nal Conformity. We had been Content, and Thank- 
ful too, to be Permitted to Live Peaceably, .with- 
out Gra/ping after Power. 

But 28 foon as we were Warm’d with the Rays 
of Royal Favour, and found that we were either 
Feard or Lov’d fo much, as to be Entrufted with 
a Share of the Government ; We Immediately got 
new Spirits, and Power was again in our View. 
From that time forth we fet our Engines on Work 
to Renew the Republican Principles; And to 
- Blacken and Afperfe all of the Church Interef? that 
were in the Miniftry, with no Obfcure Reflecti- 
ons upon the Supream Authority. In all which I 
was Employ’d as Trumpeter-General, and have ta- 
ken True Pains, becaufe it requires more Lungs 
than Brains. 

Since that time, the Church has not had fuch 
a Hit at Usas Now. As I faid before, if they 
know how to make ufe of it. They may now 
do what they will. They may fettle the whole 
Miniftry. in their own Hands; and be Rid of our 
Din for ever. For we are Never Troublefome, 
but when we have a Share of the Power; And 
then we Contend for the Whole. This we Al- 
ways have done; And ever will do. 

But, Alafs! We now cannot fo much as find 
Fault, if the whole Miniftry were put into their
